A premier pig-out 

Pork producers serve free eats to boost farmers' morale

Premier Ed Stelmach 
hammed it up for photog¬ 
raphers as he chowed 
down on a pork sandwich 
yesterday to show his sup¬ 
port for Alberta’s pork 
industry, which has been 
reeling since the influenza 
A (HlNl), also known as 
swine flu, scare began. 

Roughly 1,500 free sand¬ 
wiches were served by 
dozens of Alberta pork pro¬ 
ducers to hungiy lunch-go¬ 
ers at the legislature 
grounds in a rally that is a 
much-needed morale boost 
for farmers, said organizers. 

“Our pork is safe and we 
want to show that confi¬ 
dence to our consumers,” 
said Roy Kruse, a director of 
consumer services with Al¬ 
berta Pork. 

“This has been very diffi¬ 
cult for our producers and 
we really need to rally be¬ 
hind them.” 

Many countries, including 
China, have closed their 
doors to pork from Canada 
ever since the scare began in 
Mexico. Alberta’s industry 
took another public rela¬ 
tions hit when 2,200 pigs in 
a farm near Rocky Mountain 
House were infected by a 
worker with swine flu, earli¬ 
er this month. 

Roughly 500 head of pigs 
were culled to ease over¬ 
crowding concerns at the 
farm, said Alberta health of¬ 
ficials who add the issue is 
not a food safety concern. 

The remaining pigs are 
still under quarantine at the 
farm, but the farmer has 
asked the government 
through the media to cull all 
of his pigs to send a message

to consumers around the 
world. 

“The talk is worse than 
anything else,” said Joe 
Wipf, a Lethbridge area pork 
producer. “If this name 
wouldn’t have been given, 
the swine flu instead of its 


real name, nothing would 
have happened.” 

Stelmach told producers 
during the rally that talks 
are underway with provin¬ 
cial leaders to come up with 
a plan to get pork back on 
store shelves in grocery 


stores around the world. 

“Canadian pork products 
are safe, and we expressed 
our dismay that countries 
like China and Russia are 
making decisions to ban 
pork without scientific justi¬ 
fication,” said Stelmach.

Military choppers praised 

Use of helicopters in Afghanistan has saved hundreds of lives: Major

The helicopters had to be 
constantly kept on a 
24-hour watch by 
maintenance crews, but 
the deputy commander 
behind Canada’s first-ever 
mission to support 
ground troops from the 
air in Afghanistan is call¬ 
ing it a success. 

Maj. Rodger Lerminaux, 
the deputy commanding 
officer of Canada’s helicop¬ 
ter force, says maintenance 
crews had to constantly 
battle dust and sweltering 
heat to keep the machines 
flying, but the mission still 
saved hundreds of lives on 
the ground. 

There was also rocket fire 
and the constant fighting 
pilots had to fly through to 
get troops to their destina¬ 


tion, said Lerminaux. 

“There is just a great deal 
of pride here,” said Ler¬ 
minaux who arrived back 
home in Edmonton this 
week after a long five- 
month mission in the war- 


torn country. 

“Having those helicop¬ 
ters there allowed us to de¬ 
crease the number of peo¬ 
ple on the roads. Instead of 
what might be an eight- 
hour convoy, we’re talking 


about a 30-minute ferry 
flight.” 

Troops have been waiting 
for aircraft support in con¬ 
flict zones until now, as the 
aircraft could prevent a 
militaiy vehicle from being 


I attacked or being struck by 
5 an improvised explosive 
° device, said the Canada’s 
national defence depart¬ 
ment. 

And this mission includ¬ 
ed the use of six hulky CH- 
147 Chinook helicopters 
and eight smaller Griffin 
helicopters that were pur¬ 
chased from the United 
States. All of the machines 
were staffed with mainte¬ 
nance crews and airmen 
from the Edmonton Garri¬ 
son. The Chinooks were 
used to haul troops while 
the Griffons were used as 
escorts. 

“Taking those people off 
the roads is a huge benefit 
to the battlefield and the 
mission itself,” said Ler¬ 
minaux. “It acts as a deter¬ 
rent to the opposition. 

“When you take those 
people off the roads, you 
are cutting back your risk.”

source. 

“I’ve watched the whole 
degradation of my family’s 
traditional territory as well 
as their livelihood com¬ 
pletely disappear,” said 
Eriel Deranger, Athabasca 
Chipewyan First Nation 
representative. “Our trap 
lines have been completely 
eroded, and we can’t eat 
the fish or hunt the 
wildlife, because every¬ 
one’s afraid.” 

The committee has been 
researching oilsands ef¬ 
fects since March, and vis¬ 
ited Alberta for the first 
time this week. Communi¬ 
ty members most affected, 


Deranger said, were not 
consulted at the grassroots 
level. 

Residents are pushing 
for federal testing on fish, 
and integrated and in¬ 
volved consultation on in¬ 
frastructure projects built 
on traditional territories in 
treaty areas. 


“The impacts of the tar 
sands are far-reaching — to 
water, humans and ani¬ 
mals. We need to start 
looking at it through a mi¬ 
croscope and how we can 
regulate it better,” she said. 

Hearings continue today 
with industry officials in 
Calgaiy.

Private profits out 
of public pockets? 

Firms overpay taxes to collect federal cash, report claims 


Some of Canada’s largest 
corporations may be using 
the government as a high- 
yield investment account 
by deliberately 
overpaying on their annu¬ 
al tax returns to collect 
favourable interest rates, 
the federal auditor-gener¬ 
al says. 

In each of the last three 
years, top businesses have 
realized a $30 million 
windfall by paying a total 
of $4 billion into accounts 
managed by the Canada 
Revenue Agency that cover 
them in the event their tax 
returns are reassessed. 

The accounts have paid 
an interest rate of between 
five and seven per cent 
since 2006. The rate is con¬ 
siderably more favourable 
than that offered by the 
banks. 

Auditor General Sheila 
Fraser said it appears corpo-

rations were well aware of 
the favourable treatment 
they were getting with their 
federal accounts, though it 
is difficult to prove any 
company has set out to bilk 
taxpayers. 

“No one asked the corpo¬ 
rations or tried to deter¬ 
mine what the motivation 
was, but I think we can 
probably arrive at that con¬ 
clusion,” she told re¬ 
porters. “The agency did 
tiy to return the money to 
them and they declined.” 

Fraser even joked that 


there could be an influx of 
chief financial officers 
looking to stash money in 
Ottawa in the wake of her 
report. 

“I’m not sure in this eco¬ 
nomic time that a lot of 
corporations have a lot of 
cash to deposit with the 
Canada Revenue Agency, 
but there are obviously 
some and the agency has 
to manage this.” 

The Canada Revenue 
Agency, which collects fed¬ 
eral tax money, has sus¬ 
pected that corporations 
were aware of their higher 
interest rates since at least 
1991 but it has done noth¬ 
ing to safeguard the feder¬ 
al treasury. Revenue 
agency officials tiying to 
return the advance pay¬ 
ments to firms are power¬ 
less if the company opts to 
leave the account open.

Pandemic still possible: WHO 


flu Influenza A (H1N1), also 
known as swine flu, could 
still mutate into a more vir¬ 
ulent form and spark an in¬ 
fluenza pandemic that 
could be expected to circle 
the globe up to three times, 
the World Health Organiza¬ 
tion said yesterday. 

Nikki Shindo of the 
WHO’s global influenza 
program said that 10 per 
cent of those infected with 
the strain in Mexico and the 


U.S. needed to be admitted 
to hospital — far more than 
the rate for seasonal flu, 
which kills up to 500,000 
people a year. 

“This is clearly different 
than what we see from sea¬ 
sonal influenza,” Shindo 
told a news conference. 

Swine flu has also killed 
three in the United States 
and one each in Canada and 
Costa Rica, according to 
WHO figures. reuters 


Man-made? 

• The World Health Organi¬ 
zation and leading re¬ 
searchers are investigating 
unpublished claims that the 
virus may have evolved in a 
laboratory, not in nature. 
The WHO's leading scientist 
said consultation is still on¬ 
going, but evidence sug¬ 
gests the theory isn't correct.

Court fines man for beheading wax Hitler 


crime A German court 
fined an unemployed man 
$1,227 yesterday for 
knocking the head off a 
waxwork figure of Adolf 
Hitler in a Berlin museum. 

Minutes after the 
Madame Tussauds muse¬ 
um opened in the German 
capital in July, the 42-year- 
old pushed past security 
staff and ripped off the fig¬ 
ure’s head. The man, an ex¬ 
policeman, said he found it 
inappropriate to display an 


exhibit showing the Nazi 
leader only some 500 me¬ 
tres from Berlin’s Holo¬ 
caust memorial. 

The waxwork of a glum- 
looking Hitler in a mock 
bunker stirred debate in 
Germany even before it 
went on display. Critics ar¬ 
gued it was tasteless to dis¬ 
play a replica of the man 
who unleashed the Second 
World War and ordered 
the extermination of Eu¬ 
rope’s JeWS.

March bankruptcies up 

Consumer filings jump by 50% over 2008 


Bankruptcies in Canada 
soared by more than 50 
per cent in March from a 
year ago as the rising un¬ 
employment rate left 
more consumers unable to 
pay their bills. 

At the same time, busi¬ 
ness bankruptcies declined 
during the month, accord¬ 
ing to figures released yes¬ 
terday by the Office of the 
Superintendent of Bank¬ 
ruptcy Canada. 

There were 10,578 per¬ 


sonal bankruptcies across 
the country in March, up 
17.3 per cent from the 
month before, and up a 
staggering 57 per cent 
from March 2008. 

The increase coincided 
with a rise in unemploy¬ 
ment. In March the jobless 
rate rose to eight per cent, 
its highest level in seven 
years. Even though the 
economy added 36,000 net 
new jobs in April, the rate 
did not change. 


On the business side, 
there were 507 bankrupt¬ 
cies in March, up 6.7 per 
cent from February, but a 
decline of 10.3 per cent 
from March 2008. 

Overall, there were 
11,085 personal and busi¬ 
ness bankruptcies across 
the country in March, up 
16.7 per cent from the 
month before, and an in¬ 
crease of 51.8 per cent 
from March 2008.

n the often twisted 
world of Canadian 
workplace law, both 
employers and employ¬ 
ees tend to exaggerate 
facts in an effort to improve 
their own cases. Whether 
it’s a deliberate strategy or a 
simple white lie, our courts 
are increasingly signalling 
their disdain when stories 
without the conviction of 
truth find their way to trial. 
A recent decision from 
British Columbia reminds 
us all that honesty remains 
the best policy. 

About halfway through 
his apprenticeship as a re¬ 
pairman at Dams Ford Lin¬ 
coln Sales Ltd. in Surrey, B. 
C., Tyler Marchen was given 
an envelope with two 
weeks’ pay and his record of 


employment stating that he 
had been dismissed, and 
told to leave. When he 
asked why he was being 
fired, he was told that it was 
not up for discussion and 
that he was no longer wel¬ 
come on the property. 

After Marchen’s dis¬ 
missal, Dams made several 
comments suggesting that 
he was fired due to a police 
matter. Although Marchen 
was viewed as a good em¬ 
ployee, his brother (who 
was also an employee at 
Dams) had been implicated 
in some thefts from the 
dealership. When a govern¬ 
ment employee called to re¬ 
quest the reasons for 
Marchen’s dismissal in or¬ 
der to qualify him for em¬ 
ployment insurance, she 
was told it was due to a po¬ 
lice issue and they couldn’t 
risk keeping him on. 


As Marchen and Dams 
had a fixed-term agreement 
for the duration of his ap¬ 
prenticeship, Marchen 
promptly sued Dams, claim¬ 
ing that he was entitled to 
the value of the remaining 
term of the contract. As 
soon as Marchen started his 
legal action, Dams changed 
its stoiy. It called the em¬ 
ployment insurance office 
and told it that, despite an 
investigation into 

Marchen’s brother, it had 
actually fired Marchen be¬ 
cause it had downsized. 

At trial, Dams’ witnesses 
denied that Marchen was 
fired because of his broth¬ 
er’s potential theft but 
maintained its stoiy that 
there had simply been a 
lack of work. Judge Richard 
Goepel wasn’t convinced. 
He found that Marchen was 
dismissed because of Dams’

unfounded suspicion and 
that it had attempted to 
mislead the court. 

Dams’ decision to mis¬ 
lead the court turned a rou¬ 
tine case for wrongful dis¬ 
missal into a legal night¬ 
mare. Marchen was award¬ 
ed over $18,000 in lost 
wages, $25,000 for loss of 
training, $100,000 in puni¬ 
tive damages and most of 
his legal fees.

Here are some good start¬ 
ing points: 

Castel Sant’Angelo 

Built between 135 and 
139 by the Roman Emper¬ 
or Hadrian Castel Sant’ An¬ 
gelo not only figures in the 
climax of Angels & 
Demons, but also has a 
spectacular panoramic 
view of Rome. The castle 
can also be seen in Roman 
Holiday’s barge scene. 

Santa Maria della Vittoria 

Santa Maria Della Vitto¬ 
ria is the setting for Angels 
& Demons’ most gruesome 
and exciting scene — the 
“fire” killing — but in real¬ 
ity is the home to the 
beautiful Bernini sculp¬ 
ture of the ecstasy of St. 
Theresa. 


Fontana dei Quattro Fiumi 

Located at the centre of 
Piazza Navona the ornate 
The Fontana dei Quattro Fi¬ 
umi (“Fountain of the Four 
Rivers”) is one of Bernini’s 
most famous works and 
the backdrop for the film’s 
“water” assassination. 

Other Rome movie must- 
sees include: 

Mouth of Truth 

The Mouth of Truth lo¬ 
cated in the portico of the 
church of Santa Maria in 
Cosmedin. 

The carved, grinning 
stone face which purport¬ 
edly bites off the hands of 
liars most famously ap¬ 
peared in Roman Holiday 
but can also be seen in 
Only You starring Robert 
Downey Jr. 


Trevi Fountain 

At almost 26 metres high 
the Trevi Fountain is the 
largest Baroque fount in 
Rome and the inspiration 
for the 1954 hit song and 
movie Three Coins in the 
Fountain. Every day 
tourists throw almost 
3,300 euros into the foun¬ 
tain — legend says that vis¬ 
itors who toss a coin into 
the fountain are guaran¬ 
teed a return to Rome— 
money that is donated to 
charity. 

Movie lovers will find 
much to see in Rome and 
many memories to take 
home. As Audrey Hepburn 
said in Roman Holiday, “I 
will cherish my visit here 
in memory for as long as I 
live.” 


Friday 

8 p.m. Having checked into 
your hotel, head for great 
food and a real Italian vibe 
at the Antica Enoteca on 
Via della Croce between 
Via del Corso and Piazza di 
Spagna. A lively wine 
bar/restaurant with freshly 
prepared appetizers at the 
bar, great pizza, and a ter¬ 
rific tiramisu. 

Saturday 

10 a.m. After kicking off 
the day with some of 
Rome’s finest and most fa¬ 
mous coffee at Bar San- 
t’Eustachio (Piazza San- 
t’Eustachio 82) head up to 
the northernmost end of 
Via del Corso to Piazza del 
Popolo. 

In the far right corner of 
the square stands the 
church of Santa Maria del 
Popolo where Langdon lo¬ 
cates the body of the first 
missing Cardinal. Buried 
up to his waist at the bot¬ 
tom of a demon’s hole 
beneath the church 
floor, he is first

with holes punctured 
through his chest and 
lungs. 

For breathtaking views, 
take the lift or brave the 
long and narrow spiral 
stairways to the dome and 
roof of the Basilica. 

Appreciate the scale and 
splendour of the church 
interior from the dizzy 
heights of its dome and 
then head out onto the 
sunny roof for an unusual, 
but pleasingly simple “caf¬ 
fe” experience courtesy of 
II Ristoro. 

Sip a soft drink or coffee 
beneath giant marble 
saints and look out to the 
East for Castel Sant’Ange- 


lo, the final stop on Lang- 
don's Illuminati trail. 

A giant fortified struc¬ 
ture, Castel Sant’Angelo 
was first begun by Emper¬ 
or Hadrian in AD 135 as 
his mausoleum and has 
been used subsequently as 
an armoured stronghold, 
a prison and a papal resi¬ 
dence, with a private 
walled passageway all the 
way to the Vatican. 

6 p.m. For a sample of 
quaint and cobbled Rome, 
away from grandiose 
spaces and Papal splen¬ 
dours, take a walk along 
down the river to Traste- 
vere. 

Enjoy getting lost in its 
maze of narrow streets en 
route to a pre-dinner drink 


in Piazza di Santa Maria in 
Trastevere where the beau¬ 
tiful setting merits the 
somewhat elevated prosec¬ 
co prices. 

Sunday 

10 a.m. Take a pricey but 
scenic breakfast in Piazza 
Navona, arguably Rome’s 
most spectacular square. 
In the centre stands Berni¬ 
ni’s Four Rivers Fountain, 
finished in 1651 and very 
recently restored. Here 
Langdon discovers the 
body of the fourth and 
most elevated of the miss¬ 
ing Cardinals, drowned to 
death in the fountain. 

12 p.m. Taking in the must- 
see Pantheon and the very 
pretty Piazza Sant’Ignazio, 


head east to the impressive 
Piazza di Pietra for a 
restorative lunch at 
Neopolitan restaurant La 
Caffettiera. 

3 p.m. Heading east from 
the Corso and Piazza Bar- 
berini, make your way 
down Via XX Settembre to 
the Church of Santa Maria 
della Vittoria (open 3:30 
to 6 p.m. Sunday). 

In the presence of 
Bernini’s Ecstasy of St. 
Teresa, a spectacular — if 
controversial — piece of 
dramatic Baroque sculp¬ 
ture, Langdon here finds 
an Illuminati abductor in 
the act of setting the 
third missing cardinal on 
fire.

From Star Trek to Terminator

This month is a big one for 
Anton Yelchin — maybe 
the biggest in his life. With 
roles in a pair of high-pro¬ 
file summer releases — 

Star Trek and Terminator 
Salvation — Yelchin's life 
has lately become a blur of 
flashy premieres around 
the world and press 
junkets at five-star hotels. 

But he’s trying to keep his 
wits about him. “These are 
all kind of the superficial el¬ 
ements of these kinds of 
features,” he says, shrug¬ 
ging at the plush Beverly 
Hills hotel suite he’s 
camped out in. “It’s beyond 
the reason I do what I do.” 

Yelchin is already enjoy¬ 
ing the top spot at the box 
office with Star Trek, in 
which he takes over the 


role of Russian navigator 
Pavel Chekov — not much 
of a stretch for the 
Leningrad-born Russian- 
American, who came to the 
U.S. as a toddler with his fig¬ 
ure-skating parents after 
the fall of the Soviet Union. 

For Yelchin, who is most¬ 
ly known for smaller films 
like Charlie Bartlett and the 
TV series Huff, working on 
summer blockbusters is less 


a job than a chance to fulfill 
some childhood fantasies. 
“Suddenly felt like I was five 
again,” he says. “I used to be 
on this set in my mind in 
my backyard. It was a weird 
kind of nostalgia.” 

But unlike the franchise 
reboot of Star Trek, his next 
big summer film has the 
daunting task of picking up 
where a less-than-stellar 
previous installment left 


off. “I went into this think¬ 
ing this isn’t going to be T3” 
he says, referring to Termi¬ 
nator 3: Rise of the Ma¬ 
chines. “We’re going to try 
and take this more serious¬ 
ly,” Yelchin says. 

And part of taking it 
more seriously meant the 
cast being more involved 
with the screenplay (by the 
same writers as T3). “I came 
to Albuquerque with a set of 


guidelines and a breakdown 
of (my character) Kyle 
Reese, and I wasn’t going to 
change those guidelines to 
change the script,” Yelchin 
explains. “Every scene need¬ 
ed to be adjusted.” 

It’s no coincidence that 
Yelchin, just two months 
past his 20th birthday, has 
aspirations beyond acting. 
“I love filmmaking. I really 
am a movie geek. I’m ob-

sessed with them,” he says. 
He’s even working on a 
screenplay — “a movie 
about teenagers, but kind 
of a self-conscious look at 
teenagers.” 

And he shouldn’t have 
much trouble moving be¬ 
hind the camera, since he 
practically grew up in film 
school. “It’s the best free 
education you could get, 
just to work on a movie set 
and work with guys that 
know so much about what 
you’re doing. You don’t 
need to go to film school 
when you’ve had the op¬ 
portunities that I have.” 

But with box office re¬ 
turns like he’s been seeing, 
it might be a while before 
Yelchin gets a spare mo¬ 
ment to get behind the 
camera.

Italian Spirals 
with Burst 
Tomatoes 

INGREDIENTS: 

1 lb (450 g) thin Italian 
sausage (salsiccia) 

2 tbsp (25 ml) olive oil 
2 cloves garlic 

1 tsp (5 ml) dried oregano 
1/2 tsp (2 ml) dried chili 
flakes 

1 1/2 lb (680 g) cherry 
tomatoes 

Salt and black pepper 

GARNISH: 

Fresh basil leaves 

METHOD: 

1. Preheat broiler to high. 
Cut sausage into quarters 
and wind lengths into 
coils. Pass thin metal 
skewer horizontally 
through each coil, then 
arrange all four on rack of 
grill pan. 

2. Heat oil in large frying 
pan. Peel garlic and crush 
into oil. Then add oregano 
and chili flakes and fry 
gently 30 seconds, without 
allowing crushed garlic to 
change colour. 

3. Spread tomatoes on top 
of garlic and chili, cover 


and cook over low heat 
10-12 minutes, or until 
most tomatoes have burst 
and are half-submerged in 
juices. 

4. Broil sausage coils 5-6 
minutes per side, turning 
about to ensure even 
browning. 

5. Uncover tomatoes, raise 
heat to moderate and cook 
5 minutes, or until juices 
have thickened. Press 
lightly with back of spoon 
to ensure that all tomatoes 
have burst. 

6. Season tomato sauce to 
taste with salt and pepper, 
then pour onto four 
warmed serving plates 
and put sausage coils in 
centres. Rinse and dry 
basil leaves, strip from 
stems, and scatter over 
top.
